THE command in Palestine was trans- 
ferred by Vespasian to his son Titus, 
and the capture of Jerusalem wus the

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VIOLATION OF CONSTITUTIONAL LAW’IN AMERICA.

Tun Congress of the United States has not only e legletation wülch ta 
unconstitutional and destructive of some of the most sacred rights of human- 


‘ity, but it proposes to carry out certain provisions of the Church spoliation 


scheme in a manner which is wholly unknown to American jurisprudence, | 
The act of Congress passed March 3, 1887, provides that certain properties 
belonging to the “ Mormon” Church shall escheat to the United States; but 
there is in that country no rule of law by which personal property of any kind 
can escheat to the government. What is known as the common law, by 


which such matters are regulated in England, is inoperative in America; and 


no forfeiture can exist there but by statutory provisions, Most of the States 


comprising the American Union have laws regulating escheat, and all of 


+ 


them, excepting Louisiana, have adopted the common law, and the acts of 
Parliament which are of a general nature prior to the fourth year of the reign 
of James L; but the common law has never been adopted by the United 
States in a Federal capacity. 

In the case of Wheaton vs. Peters, 8 Peters’ Reports, — 
It is eleur there can be no common law of the United States. The common 
law could be made a part of our federal system only by legislative adoption.” 

In the absence, then, of an act of Congress adopting the common law, or 
of some express legislation relating to the subject, there can be no lawful 
procedure by which the United States can obtain any title to the Church 
property, even if we admit that neither the Church nor the “ Mormon” peo- 
ple bave a legal right to it. A title to property to be valid must be ac- 
quired in a legal manner, and inthe case under consideration, since there is 
no law prescribing the manner in which the government may acquire a legal 
interest in the Church property, it can not be done at all. If, therefore, the 
United States declares the title to this property to be vested in itself, it must 
be done outside of the law, and without reference to any of its forms, or, what 
is the same thing, it must be done in a lawless manner, It is ee 
this fashion that highwaymen, freebooters and pirates amass property. 
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The odium whith rightfully attaches to such proceedings can not be miti- 
gated because they are undertaken by a mighty and powerful nation which 
professes to be Christianized and civilized. The insult which the American 
‘Congress thus offers to the name of Jaw, civilization and Christianity, is more 
atrocious than the crime of piracy of private property which it purposes to 
accomplish. Law is thus portrayed as the creature of caprice, expediency 
and hate; civilization as the refinement of rapine and outlawry, and Christi- 
anity as the gilding of barbarism. 

But the same power which felt itself competent to seize upon the private 
property of a religious corporation in spite of constitutional prohibitions, will 
certainly not falter because the law does not provide how the title to plun- 
dered property may be legally deeded away. " 

There is a class of apologists for these outrageous acts of national legisla- 
tion, who maintain that because Utah is a Territory of the United States 
“the Congress has power to dispose of and make all needful rules and regu- 
lations respecting the territory or other property belonging to the United 
States,” which is expressly provided for by constitutional enactment. It 
does not follow, however, from this position, that because an individual lives 
in a Territory of the United States, that he has no civil rights—that he can 
be proceeded against in a lawless manner—that he is not entitled to the same 
protection from the national government as though he were living in a State. 
It does not follow that because an individual is a resident of Utah he is not 
an American citizen, and that property rights are not sacred there Any 
and every proposition which is founded upon the contrary assumption is 
repugnant to the spirit and genius of the American Constitution, and, more- 
over, the Supreme Court has ruled on this point, saying: 

The personal and civil rights of the inhabitants of the Territories are 
secured to them as to other citizens by the principles of constitutional liberty, 
which restrains all the agencies of government, state and national. 

Therefore the Congress of the United States has no right to impair the 
safeguards which protect the civil rights of every citizen, whether in a State 
or Territory, and which are secured to him by the express provisions of the 
Constitution of the United States, or by the principles of government which 
underlie our whole political system. The privilege of the writ of 
corpus, the right of by jury, the prohibition against the of bills of 
attainder or ex post facto laws, or laws respecting the establishment of reli- 
gion or prohibiting the free exercise thereof, or abridging the freedom of 
speech or the press, or depriving any person of life, liberty or property with- 
out due process of law, or of denying to any person the equal protection of 

the laws, are secured and recogn by the express provisions of the Consti- 
tution: And it ia equally as well established by the decisions of this Court 

— that Congress can pass no law impairing the obligation of con- 
tracts, or legislate back to the government propert t has been given away 
by acts of Congress, or divesting title of property from one citizen and giving 
it to unother, because such acts are repugnant to the spirit of our institutions. 
—Hon. J. O. Broadhead and Associates. 


That these privileges and immunities belong equally to all American citi- 
zens irrespective of the place of their abode, whether it be in a State or Ter- 
ritory, is very evident from the following provision which is found in Article 
XIV of the Amendments to the Constitution: . 

L All persons born or naturalized in the United States, and subject to the 
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jurisdiction thereof, are citizens ofthe United States and ofthe State wherein 
— 


The inhabitants of the Territories, therefore, being within the jurisdiction 
of the United States, are citizens equally with those who reside in the States. 
The people of a Territory are in no sense subjects upon which the Congress- 
ional ravager and despoiler may operate according to the dictates of his own 
sweet will; but rather they are colonies which it is the duty of the Geueral 
Government to foster and protect until they become strong enough them- 
selves to assume the duties, and maintain the responsibilities of a local, inde- 
pendent State Government. 

Perhaps no phase of the anti - Mormon” legislation reveals more vividly its 
inhuman and barbaric character than that portion of the law which provides 
that illegitimate children shall not be entitled to inherit any share of the 
father’s estate, and, according to the construction put upon anti-polygamy 
laws by the Federal courts in Utah, no “ Mormon” is permitted personally to 
look after the welfare of that portion of his family which the inhuman laws 
of man stamp with the seal of infamy. In Christian and civilized countries 
the man who is the father of a child which the law declares is illegitimate, 
is compelled by the statutes of his country to take care of such child, and 
these regulations are just and humane. A father, if able, should be made to 
provide for his children whether begotten in or out of lawful wedlock, but in 
Utah men have been sent to the penitentiary for taking care of their off- 
spring. Because they have dared to maintain that mothers and their children 
have claims upon the fathers (no matter what the laws or customs of man 
may attempt to establish to the contrary,) which can be discharged only by 
obedience to the natural instincts and requirements of paternity, they have 
been hailed before courts where packed juries, corrupt attorneys and mission- 
ary judges have gone through the mockery of a trial in order to invest a pre- 
determined verdict with the quasi sanction of law. 

It can scarcely be possible that any one who has read the Constitution of 
the United States, and who is familiar with the legislation which has been 
enacted against the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints, can fail to 
perceive that the fundamental law of that country has been grossly violated, 
and that some of the measures enacted against the Church are revolutionary 
in character and destructive of many of the common rights of mankind. 


The Constitution, as we have already observed, was ordained and founded 
in order “to establish justice;’ but who can claim that the imprisonment of 
fathers because they will not defame their children is an act of justice? Who 
can claim that it is just to brand with the stigma of a felon the man who will 
not cast trusting women adrift to become the prey of villains? Who can 
claim that it is just to despoil a Church of its property because some of its 
members refuse to place themselves in harmony with licensed corruption? 
Who can say that the outbursts of popular prejudice which cause a tremen- 
dous majority to hurl itself with relentless fury upon a feeble minority for 
the purpose of crushing it, is in harmony with the spirit of the American 
institutions which were founded for the very purpose of protecting the weak 
against the encroachments of the strong? 


The Government of the United States to-day is ruling the Territory of

Utah with the rigor and severity of a despot. It has trampled the rights of 
many of its own citizens under foot, and is seeking to plant its iron heel upon 
the neck of every man who dares to yield obedience to Almighty God. Utah 
according to Constitutional guarantees is entitled to a republican form of 
government, which is one wherein the people themselves have a voice in the 
administration of their own affairs; yet no one who is familiar with matters 
as they at present exist in Utah can honestly claim that there is more than a 
shadow of such a government left there. 

Much of the legislation which we have noticed is not only unconstitutional, 
bat it is criminal in itself, because it infringes upon the common and inalien- 
able rights of mankind. It despoils a people of their property without just 
compensation, and interferes with the rights of individual conscience. It im- 
poses penalties for obedience to the law of God, and practically denies His 
right to interfere in the affairs of men. All these unjust and iniquitous 
measures are undertaken for the purpose of suppressing a religious society 
whose articles of faith are all founded upon the word of God which is con- 
tained in the Bible, and from which volume the principles of all just govern- 
ments are derived. 

It is admitted that these laws are enacted for the avowed purpose of pun- 
ishing alleged “Mormon” criminality against the marriage institution; but 
there is a glaring inconsistency in incorporating Biblical principles of politics 
and morals into the enlightened (1) governments of this age, while at the same 
time these institutions condemn and stigmatize as criminal some of the reli- 
gious principles which that same Bible upholds and has commanded. We 
can not now enter into a discussion of the question of the criminality of the 
practice of any Scriptural doctrine or principle, nor of the alleged sinfulness 
of emulating the clearly known and Divinely approbated example of some of 
God’s most illustrious and godly servants. The bare suggestion that there 
can be crime committed through obedience to Bible principles, or when act- 
ing in conformity with the example of God’s special and chosen standard 
bearers, ought to shock the sensibilities of every individual who has the honor 
of God’s cause at heart, and who loves His word. 

The United States Government charges, however, that crime is thus com- 
mitted, but the pretext is a flimsy one for its ferocious assault upon the only 
system of religion in the world to-day which maintains a marriage system 
that is adapted to save the world from widespread and beastly prostitution. 
There is a reckoning also to make with the Almighty in this matter which 
the people of the United States would do well to consider. The Lord Him- 
self, departing from His usual course of action with respect to political gov- 
ernments, has founded the American Constitution, and a violation of that 
instrument thus becomes an act of sacrilege. The offense is the same as 
though a purely religious institution of Divine appointment were assailed. 
When it comes to the pitch of subverting one Divinely inspired institution 
for the purpose of overthrowing another, and of transforming a direct gift of 
God into an instrument of oppression against His people, the offense is rank, 
and He who is thus most foully sinned against will yet most amply vindicate 

In conclusion, attention is called to the importance with which the United 
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States and the world in general invest the religious system of the Latter-day 
Saints. There are many other bodies of worshippers in that country, bat 
not one of them receives any particular notice from the Government. The 
„% Mormons” are few in numbers; yet, from the beginning of their history, 
the cry bas gone forth from the press and the pulpit, from the workshops 
and the halls of learning, and finally from the general Government itself, 
that these be the people who “turn the world upside down,” The unusual 
stir which this small body of people excites, the tyrannical, unconstitutional 
measures which are set in operation against them in order to compass their 
overthrow, and their whole history proclaims to the people of this world in 
trumpet tones that “ Mormonism” is distinct in itself, and that it is poasessed 
of a power which is not of this world, in fact that it is Divine.

Architect Carroll says the building outlook for 1889 is brighter now than at 
the same period of any year in the history of Salt Lake City. In addition to 
numerous private dwellings, he is now at work on plans for a mammoth 
market building, to be located on First South Street. It will be 80 by 300, 
and three stories high. Mr. Carroll has five men in his office, and says all 
of them are kept busy. Other contractors and architects also say the outlook 
is very bright indeed. 

Logan is a favored city indeed. She is possessed of water facilities which 
would put to shame any other locality in the Territory. Logan river, a large 
stream, comes through the mountains directly above the city, and if it ever 
became necessary the entire stream could be poured into the city by means 
of short canals.
